JAPAN. 


YOKOHAMA. 

Our advices by the present P. and O. mail extend to the 13th 
Jan. The P. and O, mail from London Nov. 14 arrived out on 
the 4th Jan. The Pacific Mail Company’s steamer Japan arrived 
at San Francisco on the 13th ult., with advices to the 23rd Jan., 
of which the following summary has been telegraphed to New 
York :— 


The memorandum of the Japanese Foreign-office to the 
European representatives, mentioned in the despatch of Decem- 
ber 23, refuting the arguments in ‘favour of the extension of ex- 
territoriality throughout Japan, has received a rejoinder, in which 
the former pleas are reiterated. The matter of proposal is no 
less na eer than before, although the manner is less offen- 
sive. It is ngteworthy that this document is not signed by the 
United States Minister. A second answer by the Japanese is 
equally firm in its rejection of the demands. In their last reply 
the Japanese refuse to entertain any proposals looking to the 
opening of their country except by means of an entire revision 
of the treaties, previous to which they will require the creden- 
tials authorising the Ministers to act in so important a matter. 
They say that such a radical step must be regulated by con- 
ventions between nations and not by an agreement between the 
Foreign-office and the European representatives. 

The position of the German Minister, Herr Von Brandt, in 
his dispute with the Japanese Government, is understood to be 
as follows :—He claims that, inasmuch as existing treaties ex- 
clude all foreigners from the interior of the Empire, the Japanese 
have already violated it by introducing foreign teachers, &c., for 
the instruction of their youths, the development of their mineral 
resources and other, kindred purposes. On this ground the 
Minister proposes to resist exclusion of any of his countrymen 
who choose to travel beyond the prescribed limits, either for 
pleasure or trade. The native authorities are firm in their re- 
sistance to what they call “a monstrous assumption.” 

The official census of 1872, just published, fixes the entire 
population at 33,110,825. The males and females are about 
equal in numbers. There are 29 members of the Imperial family, 
459 of the higher order of nobles, and about 700,000 of the lower 
order of gentry. '

- On Christmas Day a newly-erected chapel, situated within the 
British Legation grounds, was opened for public worship. The 
Rev. Mr. Collins acted as chaplain on the occasion '; and the 
foreign Protestants resident at Pekin attended to join in the 
ceremonial service. At midnight High Mass was celebrated in 
the Roman Catholic cathedral, when the foreign Roman Catho- 
lica of Peking and the bulk of the resident Chinese Catholies 
Were present. : 

The weather has become colder. The Yei-ho (which raus 
through the city, past the British Legation) has been frozen over 
at the sides, but in the middle it is free from ice. On the whole- 
the weather has been extraordinarily mild in comparison with 


former seasons. sentenced to a short term of cangue for assaulting the police in 
ve a Hongkew.

form an important section of the native community in Hongkew, 
and who are accustomed to assert. themselves with all the inde- 
pendence and freedom which distinguish the Canton man as 
compared with the apathetic Northerner.

beating to another who came to the assistance of the first. We 
have been told that a native constable was last year 80 severely 
beaten in Hongkew,by men of this class that he died from the 
effects, 

In the precincts of the Mixed Court are at present stowed, 
awaiting final cepa, a number of bags of “lie tea,” or 
Maloo mixture, which were confiscated by the Customg’ authori- 
ties, There being here no counterpart of the institution known 
to the English Customs as “the Queen’s aibag Fes ral the 
Mixed Court magistrate finds himself in some difficulty how 
best to get rid of the mixture so that it shall be beyond the in- 
genuity and the patience of the native ésnomes of tea-rubbish 
again to utilise it. It would probably be difficult to burn it, unless 
in a strong furnace ; and if some Court runner were commis- 
sioned to have it made away with, the temptation would be 
great to turn a dishonest penny on the transaction by raising it 
again to the dignity of tea. The smart official would have a 
clear conscience regarding the matter so long as he kept the 
lieges of the Son of Heaven from being poisoned by its vile 
decoction, while as to the barbarian he may say—caveut emptor. 

An anuuated correspondence has been going on in the Shun- 
pao, between Northern and Southern Chinamen, about the tor- 
ture case to which we lately called attention, The Cantonese of 
course stand up for the Chehsien, who is their countryman, and 
carried out their views in the affair. The Northerners condemn 
his action as cruel, and satirise the collective effort of Cantonese 
society at Shanghai to crush a simple actor and a poor girk It 
is as though the Taeshan mountains were moved to crush an ; 
or elephants and tigers were employed to killa hare! We are 
glad to say the Northerners have had much the best of it, and 
the Cantcnese are very much. beaten and very angry. The inci- 
dent again raises the question, why do not Ministers insist on 
the foreign settlement being made a separate district, whose ma- 
gistrate shall be independent of the Shanghai Hien? There are 
two Hien districts in Soochow ; why should there not be twe in 
Shanghai, which is as populous, and really more important ? 

The shooting parties who were frozen in wp-coun are 
“st ling back to the Settlement on foot or in native ta. 
We bear of one party who were frozen up for tive days, and had 
to break through several miles of ice to escape info broader 
water. Another gentleman writes :—“ We were frozen up for 
three days, more or less, being only able to break through ice far 
a few hours each afternoon. Had we remained in the smaller 
creeks we should have been fast still.” But these were the more 
fortunate ones. Several men have walked back 120, 150, and 
170 miles, to Shanghai, leaving their boats jammed ; others have 
not yet returned. 

The milder weather has permitted a Paper Hunt to be held, 
and a good field met on the occasion. The start was from the 
Cross-road ;_ the paper led out towards Jessfield, round back 
towards the Bubbling Well, and finished at the Two-mile Bridge 


; CHEFOO. 

There has been an outbreak against missionary teaching, at a 
place in the interior of Shantung, which contrasts 80 remarkably 
with the good feeling Mr. Williamson met in his recent excur- 
sion that we shall await with interest some explanation of the 
' occurrence. It will be seen that no suspicion is in this case 
thrown on the local officials, 

For four mouths previvus to the Occurrence a missionary had 
been labouring in the Chih Nieh district, about 150 miles south- 
east of Chefoo. Upwards of 100 persons were received into the 
church, and almost daily persons declared their determination to 
forsake idolatry and lite Christian lives. Others came b 
night, saying that they were convinced of the truth of 
Christianity, but feared’ the opposition of their families and 
the persecution they would have to suffer should they 
make an open profession. One day the missionary © was 
stoned by a large number of men, when passing through a town 
on his way to peek at a station among the Lau San moun- 
tains, When the magistrate was informed of this he promised 
protection in the future. Proclamations were issued, telling the 
people that according to the treaty foreigners must be protected 
in their lawful callings, and while none were compelled to listen 
to the preaching of the Gospel, there must. be no hindrance to 
those who wished to hear. A fortnight later the people, at an 
annual fair, again stoned the missionar » and he was obliged 
to flee for his life. The native Christians, who assisted him in 
escaping, were also stoned, and two of them seriously injured, 
The magistrate sent to the missionary, saying matters were be- 
coming serious, and he would send him tw Chefoo under an 
escort of soldiers, if he would leave. The missionary finally 
decided to leave without the soldiers, He had only been gone a few 
hours, when 2,000 men from the disaffected vill es arrived and 
surrounded the inn, demanding the missionary, The magistrate, 
hearing of this, went out and told the leaders if they did not 
disperse at once he would seize and behead them. After they 
had searched and were convinced that the missionary was not 
there they disbanded. Two days later a crowd went to the 
village where the missionary lived, broke the windows and the 
door of the house he had occupied, and were in possession of the 
house when the Christians of the village all fled to places of 

refuge. Placards had been posted all over the country. 

The stories about stealing children, &c., have as usual been 
used to arouse people. It is said that the “ Death-blow to Corrupt 
Doctrines ” has been extensively circulated in that region. What 
action, if any, the authorities may take in this matter remaing 
to be seen. ‘The magistrate of that district ix apparently dis« 
posed to do justice, and has formerly dealt fairly with foreigners 
whether he is equal to the present emergency is uncertain, 

A little town 140 miles south-east of Chefoo has been startled 
by the announcement of murder. A man named Moo, who had 
leased: a piece of land by paying a sum of money in advance, 
went to the owner of the land and wished him to refund the 
money or a portion of it, to meet debts which were pressing 
upon him. The request was not complied with, and a serious 
Saale followed. According to the statement of the friends of 

e murdered man, Moo, in Company with others, went the fol- 
lowing night to the house of the landowner, murdered him, put 
out both his eyes, and then dragged the body to Moo’s t 
floor and threw it on a stack of straw, to which they set fire, 
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Mr. Ogle, on Ivanhoe, won the light-weight, and Mr. Reid, on 
Red Hering, the heavy-weight cup. 

We hear that the Amateur Dramatic Company are busily 
engaged iu rehearsing the famous comedy “ Masks and Faces,” 
and the farce “Incompatibility of Temper,” for the opening 
night in the New Lyceum Theatre, which it is hoped may be 
about the end of January. Safe casts have been selected ; and 
the prices, admirable in themselves, promise to be well treated. 

ree of the gentlemen who were elected to the French Muni- 
cipal Council having declined to accept office, a fresh election 
will be held on the 23rd Jan. 

An alarm of fire was given on the 12th Jan., but before the 
engines could turn out to proceed to the French Settlement, the 
district indicated, a eer arrived to say that the fire had been 
extinguished. It occurred, we believe, in a Chinese dwelling 
near the police station, and was promptly subdued by the means 
at hand. Superintendent Penfold, on learning this, at once sent 
word to the various fire companies in the neighbourhood, the 
members of which were doubtless very glad to be spared doing 
duty at the inconvenient hour of dinner. - 

The steamer Chihli reports that the brig Lapwing, Captain 
Gilchrist, was wrecked in Litau Bay, on the coast of Shantung, 
on the lst Jan. All the crew were saved. The Yuen-tze-fee re- 
ports that on the 8th she steamed into Litau Bay, but could see 
nothing of the wreck. 

H.B.M. gun-vessel Curlew, Captain Church commander, left 
on the 10th Jan. for Ningpo, where she will remain until the 
26th. She will then proceed to Hong Kong, where, we believe,

The awkward position in which an Eastern is 
ag by a dead body being found on his premises, where death 
oceurred from causes outside the natural order of events, was 
no doubt present to the native mind, and the opportunity was 
too good a one to be allowed to pass without attempting a squeeze, 
but the threatened terroriam becomes unavailing when foreigners 
have to be dealt with, and has generally the effect of freezing the 
current of charitable intent which the pitiable circumstances of 
the case may have set in motion.

From Amoy we learn that at the cricket match, Hong Kong 
won first innings by twenty-two runs, Lieutenant-Colonel 80th. 
Regiment contributing forty-three. Second innings, Hong 
Kong ninety-eight runs against fifty-one runs. 

The P. and 6. steamer Columbian, it is said, is likely to be 
the vessel chosen to contest in the next season’s tea-race home. 

Admiral Parrot, U.S.N., left suddenly for America on the 
12th, the cause being ill-health. On striking his flag, it wag 
saluted by the EU haa Askold, and Princess Charlotte. 

H.MS. Rinaldo left for England on the 20th. The gunboat 
Teazer, under orders for home, will await here the arrival of 
her relief, the Growler. Lieut.-Commander Paul, from the Thala, 
will succeed to the command of the gunboat Mosquito, vacant by 
the retirement of Commander Bond. Lieut. Atkinson, of the 
Tron Duke, is at present in command. 

Ata meeting of the Hong Kong, Canton, and Macao Steam- 
boat Company (Limited), held on the 17th of January—Mr. G, 
F. Heard in the chair—a dividend of eight per cent. was d 
and a sum of $1,155.85 was carried forward to the new account. 
The Hon. R. Rowett was elected a director in the place of the 
late Mr. Sage. 

The Governor of Macao has been addressed by the leading 
merchants upon the subject of the tea adulteration on the part 
of Chinese merchants at that port. His Excellency in reply anid 
that he could not interfere legally in the trade, but that & was 
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‘best that the names of such manufacturers who adulterated their 
teas should be published in the newspapers. 

The P. and 3. steamer Madras, for Yokohama, had to put back 
on account of an accident to her machinery. 

Aun incident illustrating the superstitious character of the na- 
tives has occurred here. Theproprietors of the Tung-heng Theatre 
exhibited some idols which belonged to a junk lately arrived from 
Amoy. People flocked to the place to such an extent that the 

roprietors of the theatre were summoned by the magistrates and 
fined for allowing their theatre to be used for purposes of idol 
worship.

BANGKOK. 
(FROM A CORRESPONDENT. 

The leading spirit in the management of the Siamese Govern- 
ment since the decease of the late King, in 1868, has been his 
Grace the Regent, best known among Europeans in former years 
as Chow Phya Kalahome. On the 25th of December last this 
much esteemed statesman completed his sixty-fourth year, and 
as birthdays are held in Siam to be peculiarly auspicious and 
lucky, that occasion was selected for the ceremony of conferring 
new and crowning honours upon this faithful public servant, 
whose age has entitled him to be at last relieved from the duties 
and cares of administration. 

The best cultivated (with perhaps one exception) and, on the 
whole, the prettiest district in Siam is to be found on the banks 
of the river Mekong, in the vicinity of Ratburer, and at that 
town it appears for some years past the Regent has been erecting 
himself a retreat. Few save those who have lived in the coun- 
try can be aware how much of the pro of Siam is due to 
the personal energy and intelligence of the retiring Minister, 
and it jis therefore not out of place to mention that while 
in the provinces, under the Regent’s department, roads have 
been made, creeks cut, and progress pushed forward in 
many other ways, the northern districts, which a different 
official has in his control, remain pretty much as Europeans 
found them some fifteen years ago. Both the Kings of Siam, 
attended by their retinues, honoured the Regent with a visit on 
his birthday investiture, aud the Inevitable troop or yellow- 
robed Buddhist priests were also at hand to complete the cere- 
monial with their customary chants. The Regent, in thus 

uitting the helm of the State, and retiring into quarters at 
Datuuree: will carry with him the respect and good wishes of 
the residents in Bangkok, as well as of many absent friends. 
But he will take something more besides, viz., a new title, con- 
taining at the lowest estimate the gratifying number of thirty- 
three words, some of them twenty-five syllables long. Lest, 
however, we should sup that the honour thus conferred is 
meant to be Griainental rather than of use, we are further in- 
formed that it endows its happy possessor with princely rank, 
with the power of life and death, and with an authority in many 
other respects exceedingly great. 

Seriously, we shall be sorry if the Regent really abandons all 
the cares of the State, for we think that his services cannot well 
be spared ; we know, too, his remarkable energies, and cannot, 
therefore, avoid the belief that his voice will yet be heard, and 
his influence felt in the Councils of the King of Siam. 

The Stam Weekly Advertiser says it is rumoured that the 
Portuguese Government at Macao has repudiated the acts of 
their Consul at Bangkok. It has decided that the Portuguese 
Consul has no right to give protection papers to Chinese who 
are not Portuguese subjects, and insists that moneys which non 
Perens Chinamen have paid for such papers shall be re- 
funded to the proper partie This piece of intelligence will 
seiko our readers as obscure, but we may perhaps interpret it 
as follows :— 


Chinese in Siam are very numerous, and it has been the policy 
of the Government to incourage their immigration. For this 
reason they are exempted from many taxes which are laid a 
pure Siamese, and in particular they escaped the annual liabi ai 
to serve either the King or some superior Lord, which was, till 
quite recently, one of the chief burdens imposed upon all the 
males of the Siamese race. But to partially compensate for 
this indulgence every Chinaman was once in three years com- 
pelled to pay a capitation duty, for which an acknowledgment 
was given in the shape of a mark affixed to his wrist. To avoid 
avoid this poll-tax, the Chinese flock in numbers to the foreign 
Consuls, and apply to be enrolled as natives of Malacca, Hong 
Kong, Saigon, Macao, or other appropriate places. They do not 
mind the light fee exacted by a Consul, which brings many 
incidental benefits in its train, but, rightly or wrongly, they 
dread being drawn into the clutches of the officials of Siam. A 
few years ago, on such an occasion as this, the Portuguese Consul 
at Bangkok took several hundred Chinese on to his books, 
and received several hundred fees, but the Siamese instituted 
complaints at Lisbon, on the ground that such conduct was 
illegal, besides being an injury to their revenues, and the Consul, 
as a consequence, lost his post. It may be that something of this 
sort is taking place now. 

In 1833 the King of Siam was a persistent foe to Europeans, 
not wishing them to reside in his country, and dreading their 
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progressive tendencies. In those days there were only four Siam- 
ese of rank who sought the society of foreigners and strove to 
derive from them the ideas and knowledge of the nations of the 
West. These were the late Supreme King, then known as the 
Prince Priest, and who was, in fact, for State reasons,a Bud- 
dhist monk; his younger brother, the late Second King ; Chow- 
katai, who at the time of his death, a few years back, was the 
Supreme Judge of the International Court at Bangkok ; and, 
lastly, Koon Sit, who, starting with two names, and rising step 
by step till he became Regent of the Kingdom, now retires from 
office with thirty-three titles to write down whenever he signs 
himself in full, Although these four distinguished men devoted 
themselves early in life to the study of English there was only 
one of them (the late Second King) who really obtained perfect 
mastery of the iangunge, As for him his handwriting was un- 
approachable, and we do not believe that any Siamese who has 
been at school in this country can talk in our language with the 
fluency which his late Sovereign had at his command. But, 

besides cultivating a knowledge of English, the Second King and 
the Regent in those early days devoted themselves to the building 
of ships and steamers. Thus they did a great deal to spread a 
knowledge of naval architecture among their people, and at the 
same time, by sending their craft to Singapore and other places, 
they made gradual progress in the development of trade. Phings 
remained muchin this position—the missionaries discountenanced, 
and European knowledge in favour with but a few—till Phra 
Nang Klow, the then ruler of Siam, deceased. Then the Prince 

Priest and his brother were raised to the vacant thrones, em- 

bassies followed from abroad, and the conclusion of the present 

treaties opened up the country to Europeans. Since that time the 

sceptre and diadem have been entrusted to new and younger 

hands ; the Monarchs’ ashes are stored in urns of gold ; the 

Chief Judge can no longer listen to the suitor’s voice ; and the 

Regent has bid a last adieu to the toils and anxieties of State ; 
but for all that the wheel of progress which those worthy men 

successfully set in motion continues steadily to revolve. 


STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 


SINGAPORE. 

Dates by this mail extend to the 29th Jan.; the P. and O. 
mail from London Dee. 26 arrived out on the 27th Jan. The 
following items are from the Straits Times :— 

Although in the negotiations Jwith the States on the West 
Coast of the Peninsula much jhas been attained towards restor- 
ing order, there yet remains work to be done with the turbulent 
States lying between these and our own settlement of Malacca 
before tranquillity can be permanently restored on our 
borders, and the pees of the legitimate trade of the 
Colony assured. The shocking murders and outrages that 
have been committed, the illegal exactions that have been 
made from traders passing up and down the rivers close to 
Malacca, and very recently a piratical attack made upon the 
Cape Rachado Lighthouse, cal for serious and determined 
action on the part of this Government—a responsibility which, 
we trust, from the indications we have already had of the polic 
of our new Administration, it will not hesitate to accept. ‘Ad- 
miral Shadwell, with a fleet consisting of the Iron Duke, Midge, 
Thalia, and Frolic, left this on the morning of the 26th for 
Malacca and Penang, and H.M.S. Salamis, which remained be- 
hind to catch the English mail, left yesterday morning to join 
the fleet. Though the precise object of their visit is not made 
public, we understand they will remain about four days at each 
of those Settlements, and will probably show themselves at Perak 
and Laroot, returning to Singapore. 

We learn that the engineer superintending the erection of the 
North Sand Lighthouse has succeeded in firmly fixing two of the 
foundation ape and hopes to have the whole of the foundation 
down shortly, so that the erection of the lighthouse may then 
proceed without further delay. Contrary to the doubts that 

ave been ies regarding the stability of the ground, we 
understand that a groundwork of solid rock has been found to 
enyundes that part of the bank where the lighthouse is being 
erected. : 

The importation of $20,000 in copper coin by the Government 
has not had the effect of materially reducing the rate 
for changing dollars, the entire stock having been, we hear, taken 
up the first day—and what is most to be regretted, the greater 
part of it fell into the hands of persons who intend to reapa 
profit on putting it into circulation. The high rates charged are, 
of course, due to the insufficiency of the supply of small change 
for the requirements of the people—large quantities being taken 
for circulation in neighbouring native States ; but as this is 
manifestly to our advantage, and as Government reaps a very 
handsome profit on its coin, we see no reason why it should not 
keep up constant importations, as least so long as there isa de- 
mand for it. 

The annual general meeting of the Singapore Chamber of 
Commerce was held in the Exchange-rooms, when the following

On the low rate of exchange the same paper says :— 

What has brought the dollar to its present low sterling value 
and what keeps it there? is a question of very considerable 
moment to most of us here. It concerns the merchants and the 
bankers in the largest measure, but if to a smaller extent, it not 
less seriously and far more disastrously affects all the recipients 
here, Government and otherwise, of monthly and annual stipends 
which are paid in dollars. We remember when the sterling 
allowances of the Government establishments were being con- 
verted into local currency, many thought in fixing the dollars at 
4.3 a too liberal exchange had been conceded, and that the Settle- 
ments were parting with their dollars at less than the real value. 
We were not of the number ; we characterised the exchange as a 
fair one, and, as events have proved, even that opinion has not 
been borne out. We do not suppose any of the banks would 
have sold for last mail a demand draft on London at better 
than 4.2 per dollar, or over 2 per cent. less than the rate at which 
we are forcing our dollars upon our public servants ; that is to 
say, instead of getting £100 for their $470 (the rate at which 
we pay them) they can only now get £97 183. We give the 
effect in the case of our public servants because it is more 
clearly reducible to figures ; but the state of the present ex- 
change tells equally hard upon every one in the place who, 
having a fixed income here, has to transmit part of it to Europe— 
and how very, very few of us are not in this position } 

A letter from Malacca says :—A_ party of police left this for 
Cape Rachado to endeavour to arrest a certain number of Malays 
supposed to have gone from Laroot and attacked the men in 
charge of the lighthouse, stabbing one of them. Another party 
of police left in the steamer Te/egruph for Linghy River, where 
the pirates who attacked the men in charge of the Cape Rachado 
Lighthouse are supposed to have fled.

IMPORTS. 

YorouaMa.—Owing to the intervention of the holidays and to the 
closing of the native dealers accounts, there had been scarcely any 
business doing except in 16-24 Cottun Yarn, which had been dealt in 
at 50c. advance, and was quoted $30 to $40.50 per picul. In other 
articles little or no transactions had been effected, and quotations were 
nominal. i 

CHEFoo.—Messrs. Wilson, Cornabe“and Co’s Circular says: Since the 
issue of our last Circular we have had a steady demand for &}lb. Grey 
Shirtings at the rates therein quoted, and as we close there are still 
buyers at the same figures. We cannot yet record any improvement 
in Drills or T-Cloths, in fact the reverse is if anything the case. 
Fancy Cottons are quite neglected. In Woollens there is not much 
doing, and quotations are for the most part purely nominal. Metals: 
Iron is not in so much request, but we look for a good enquiry for both 
Nail Rods and Bar in spring. Lead is dull of sale, and to offect sales a 
decline on our quotations would have to be submitted to. 

Hanxow.—Only a moderate business had been done during the 
fortnight though some improvement in the demand for Grey Shirtings 
had again to be noted ; as also for 7 Ibs. T-Cloths. Grey Shirtings : 
In better request, chiefly 8} lbs., of which some 10,000 pieces had been 
taken at an advance of two candareens per piece. Sales of 7 lbs. and 
10 lbs. on a small scale at rather firmer prices. White Shirtings : No 
business. T-Cloths: A slight improvement in the demand for these 

, which still continued to run on medium 7 lbs. Sales of 6 lbs. 
and 8 lbs., trivial, Prices generally without alteration. Drills: Few 
settlements at previous rates. Jeans: Some 2,000 pieces had found 
buyers at last quotations. Fancy Cottons: No transactions. Woollens 
and Worsteds :—Long Ells and Camlets : Sales on a smaller scale, but 
for Spanish Stripes there had been a betterinquiry. Figured Orleans : 
No settlements 

SuHancHat.—Cottons : The business of the interval had not been large, 
but there had been more inquiry for all classes of goods. 84 lbs. Shirt- 
ings of good makes were atill in demand, and large sales “ to a:rive” 
are reported at an advance of 3c. to 5c. per piece. Common makes 
were still low in value; 7 lbs. were neglected, and only wanted when 
at cheap prices. White Shirtings remained steady; some sales are 
reported at unchanged rates, notwithstanding the small stock. Mexican 
T-Cloths were in good request at very low rates ; some large sales are 
reported, but the tendency to speculate in the article had been effec- 
tually stopped by the stringent action of the native banks, who would 
only advance money to really good houses. There was, however, a 
better feeling apparent, and prices had advanced slightly. For Drills, 
Jeans, and Sheetings, prices seemed to get lower every day, and the 
business is not large. Fancy. Cottons unchanged, Gentian Shirtings 
being almost the only article inquired for. Wovollens: Scarlet Long 
Ells still in detnand, and there lad been some little inquiry for Last- 
ings. Other Fabrics were aitracting almost no attention beyond a 
temporary demand tor Plain Black Orleans at somewhat higher rates, 
for last Japan steamer. 


Foocnow.—No sales of Piece Goods had been reported. Of Lead 


sales had been made to natives at $8.75 per picul. 
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_ Hona Kona.—Cotton Yarns: A considerable business had been done 
in Nos. 16/24, and the best spinnings showed an advance of $1.00, but 
the common chops were in good supply and little wanted ; Nos. 28/32 
and 38/42 were saleable in small quantities at last prices. Piece Goods : 
During the first week of the fortnight dealers entered the market and 
made large purchases of Grey Goods, nearly clearing the market of 8} 
lb. Shirtings, and generally meeting holders in their views as to price. 
7 lb. Grey Shirtings were firmly held at quoted rates, and 8} Ibs. 
showed an advance of 2 to 5 cents per piece. White Shirtings of all 
qualities were in good demand, but unchanged in value. T-Cloths had 
likewise been considerably dealt in, and nearly all weights were 2 to 3 
cents better in price. Inquiry for Drills had not improved, but rates 
had gone no lower. Woollens: Scarlet Long Ells had advanced 60c., 
and Assorted 25c. to 30c. per piece ; stock was small and demand good. 
German Spanish Stripes were lc. per yard dearer, but other kinds were 
neglected. Blankets of heavy weights were in better demand. Camlets 
25c. dearer, and stocks not large. Lastings moved slowly, but were in 
improved request. Metals: Nail Rod and Bar Iron could: be fairly 
placed at slightly easier rates ; Hoopand Wire not wanted. Tin Plates _ 
slow of sale. Tin in demand for the Northern markets, and improved 
$1.00 per picul in value. Lead neglected at a marked decline in price. 
Quicksilver sensibly dearer, and held in firm hands. Coals: Arrivals, 
3,733 tons Australian, and 500 tons Cardiff. Sales, 1,500 tons Austra- 
lian at $10 to 10.50, ex ship, and 100 tons Cardiff at $13.75, ex ship. 
Market quiet, values nominally unchanged. Rice: Settlements coal 
owing to light receipts and reduced stocks, and the market continued 
firm at former quotations, notwithstanding that the inquiry for native 
consumption was restricted. 

Batavia.—Early in the interval a somewhat improved demand was 
experienced, but this proved to be due only to a desire on the part of 
dealers to assort their stocks with a few goods, imported at the late re- 
duced duties. The demand for consumption was still extremely 
limited, and the requirements of dealers had been very speedily satis- 
fied, so that business had again relapsed into the dull position which 
formerly prevailed, nor can any revival be expected until after the 
Chinese New Year. The wet monsoon was interfering with the means 
of transport in the interior, and steamers had also for the time discon- 
tinued calling at many of the Coast places, As usual at this season 
the demand for Metals had been very dull, only for Swedish Iron there 
had been some enquiry. 
© Srxcaporz.—The market had been quiet, the demand had been small, 
and quotations were unaltered.

TEA. 

Yoxouama.—Early in the interval a spirited demand sprang up, 
owing to a report very currently believed that the duties on Teas in 
America were to be reimposed. This resulted in the settlement of 
nearly 10,000 piculs at an advance of quite $3 per picul on all grades. 
At the close, the market having been almost entirely cleared of stock, 
native dealers were very firm in their demands, but the quotations 
given below represent the business that had been done. The James 
S. Stone sailed on the 4th Jan. with 540,951 Ibs., and the Corea had 
been laid on the berth. The Vasco de Gama, to sail about the 18th 
Jan., would take a full cargo. Quotations :—Common (nominal), $25 
to $28 per picul ; good common, $29 to $31; medium, $32 to $34; 
good medium, $36 to $39 ; fine, $41 to $45 ; finest, $46 to $50 ; choice, 
$55 and upwards per picul. Export from lst June to date, 9,098,572 
lbs., against 9,536,571 lbs. to corresponding date last season. 

Haxxow, Kiuxtane, Amoy, and Canton.—At these ports no business 
had been done, the season being closed. 

Suanaual.—Black: A few lots, the equivalent of 974 cheste, had 
been placed upon the market during the interval, and had met with 
buyers at prices ranging from Tis. 144 to 20 per picul. There was 
none on offer at the close, and no further arrivals being expected, the 
season had been brought toa close. Green: A steady business had 
continucd at the advance quoted in our last, but the market had 
assumed a quieter tone, mainly owing to the small stock, which con- 
sisted principally of undesirable kinds. Common teas could be pur- 
chas ed on somewhat lower terms, but the few fine chops on offer were . 
held for even higher prices. A small business had taken place in 
Pingsueys, which had been sold at rather easier figures. 

Foocuow.—Business during the week had been limited to the settle- 
ment of 1,400 chests Congou at Tis. 3 to Tls. 15, and 200 chests Sou- 
chong at Tls. 14. Arrivals, nil. Comparative export of tea to Europe 
to date :—Season 1873-74, 54,292,768 lbs.; 1872-78, 52,086,853 ; 
1871-72, 47,506,534. 

SILK. 

YoxouaMs.—There had been scarcely any business dune, dealers 
having shown little disposition to reduce rates, and although in some 
inatances a slight concession had been obtained, no actual decline had 
been established. Arrivals had been fairly good and stocks were further 
increased. Total of settlements to date 9,700 bales, against 1872-3 
8,900, 1871-2 10,700, stock 2,100 bales. 

SHancHal.—There had been only a small business transacted during 
the furtnight, and the tendency of prices had been downward ; but 
notwithstanding the continued discouraging tone of the home advices, 
the Chinese had refused to submit to much concession, the only de- 
cline to be noticed in value being Tls. 5 to 10 on the lower qualities of 
the staple.

THREATENED OUTBREAK AGAINST FOREIGNERS AT 
TIENTSIN, 

Honea Kone, Fes. 27.—It is reported that the Chinese Government 
has notified to the foreign Ministers at Peking that it cannot guarantee 
the lives of the foreign residents at Tientsin, in consequence of the in- 
flammatory placards which are being circulated against them. The 
naval authorities at Hong Kong have been communicated with, and 
requested to despatch ships to the North for the protection of 
foreigners. 
THE INSURRECTION IN JAPAN. 

Naoasakl, Fes, 27.—The leaders of the insurrection against the 
Japanese Government are the Daimios and the Samurari of thedistrict, who 
clamour for war against Korea. The Government reinforcements have 
arrived on the scene of the outbreak, and fighting has ensued. The re- 
sult is unknown, and it is difficult to obtain authentic accounts. 
Foreigners are safe. 

NaaasakI, Fes. 28.—The Governor has received no later official 
news from the seat of the insurrection, and alarming rumours are 
current, 

THE WAR IN SUMATRA. 

Tue Hacve, FEB. 23.—The Government has received an official 
despatch to-day from Atchin, dated 16th inst., announcing that Fort 
Ketagpandveria was attacked and taken on the 15th. The success of 
the Dutch troops was complete, notwithstanding the determined re- 
sistance made by the enemy. The Dutch lost six killed and fifty-six 
wounded, comprising seven officers. The enemy's losses were con- 
siderable, and in killed alone were estimated at 200. It was hoped 
that this victory would secure the submission of the 25th district west 
of the Atchin river. The Second Chamber has unanimously passed a 
motion of M. Gratama, proposing a vote of thanks to the army and 
navy and the Commander of the Expedition.

~ THe Economist has the following on the affairs of Japan :—A rathe 
heavy fall in Japanese stocks, due to the news of a formidable insurrec- 
tionary outbreak in Japan, has occurred this weok. The circumstance 
is one of which we may legitimately tako advantage to enforce the 
warning against Japanese loans which we gave when they were first 
Indeedeeed Me Likl., wa anid, woe bnewn of Japaif to justify partici- 
pation in a loan by the multitude of quiet investors. The political cha- 
racter of the people, we pointed out, could not really be known till 
after long intercourse with them ; and the fact that they had just gone 
through a succession of extraordinary revolutions was really a reason 
for distrust, although the momentary result in European eyes was satis- 
factory. Now there is an insurrection which threatens to upset the Go- 
vernment that has donc as the Europeans like, and immediately the 
Japanese loans are in danger. Noone can tell what the insurrectionary 
party, if it succeeds, will do with the European policy of its prede- 
cessors ; how much, if any, will be recognised ; nor can anyone tell 
what are the exact motives and aims of the rebels, or their probable re- 
sources and hopes of success. Yet this is the country to which people 
in England a year ago were almost cager to lend on account of some 
superficial appearances in its favour.

THE ALARMING TELEGRAMS FROM JAPAN. 

THE course of events has not been running smoothly in 
Japan of late. There has been for some time a restlessness 
and uneasiness among all classes of society. A large sec- 
tion of the upper classes, conscious of a power which the 
country never before possessed, are anxious to measure 
swords with some less formidably equipped neighbour, and 
the farmers and artisans are equally eager for some political 
convulsion which shall, for the time being at least, rid them 
of the burden of taxation which is now beginning to press 
heavily upon them. The relations, also, between the 
Government and the foreign Ministers has recently been 
the reverse of cordial, owing to a determination arrived at 
by the MIKADO’s advisers to withdraw the license which 
has hitherto been granted to foreigners of travelling in the 
interior, and to insist on a strict observance of the Treaty 
regulations, by which they are forbidden to wander beyond 
a defined limit in the neighbourhood of each port. And 
now, followiug close on the attempted asanaainatian af tha 
Prime Minister, IWAKURA, we are informed by telegram 
that a serious insurrection has broken out in the district of 
Fizen ; that the situation at Nagasaki is considered critical ; 
that the foreign residents have made preparations to leave 
in the men-of-war, and that the Ministry have tendered 
their resignations, which, however, have not been accepted. 

There is undoubtedly an ugly look about these announce- 
ments, but we do not think they present as serious an 
aspect as is, it appears, generally oa ear It is important 
to notice that the outbreak spoken of is in a remote corner 
of the Empire, far from the capital and the recognised cen- 
tres of political life, and although it is plain that the 
foreign residents at Nagasaki consider that town in danger 
of capture and pillage, there is really nothing to show that 
the rising is more than a local riot, produced, it may be, 
by some oppression practised on the inhabitants of the dis- 
trict, and which will subside when the exciting cause has 
been removed, as it did some six months ago. That 
foreigners at Nagasaki are in any danger is too ridiculous 
to discuss for a moment. It is by no means unlikely also 
that the resignation of IwakuURA has given rise to the 
report that the Ministry in a body had tendered their 
resignations. The worst feature in the case is the desire 
for war, which, according to the tele, 8, is now gene- 
rally evinced “ by the people ;” and in this we cannot but see 
the result of the large armaments which have been added to 
the land and sea forces before the people and their rulers 
were sufficiently advanced in civilisation to know how to 
use them with discretion. It is much to be hoped that if 
it be true that the Mrkapo has refused to accept Iwa- 
KURa’S resignation he may receive on his return to P aeind 
sufficient support to enable him to disregard the foolish 
clamour of the people and to teach them that fleets and 
armies are as useful ia preserving the peace and dignity of 
empires as in waging unnecessary wars and in invading 
the territories of their neighbours. Like our friends, the 
Germans, the Japanese Government have enough on their 
hands to consolidate the vast changes which have been or- 
ganised since the abolition of the powers of the Shiogoon, 
and the assumption of supreme power by the MIKADo. 
That this new order of things should have given rise to 
discontent in some quarters is not. to be wondered at, and 
hence we may expect to hear of “risings” on the part of 
old chiefs. But we do not believe in any wide-spread and 
powerful organisation sufficient to menace the present Go- 
vernment, 
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On of the most important practical institutions which 
have been established in Japan, is the Imperial College of 
Engineering at Yedo, the regulations of which now Jie before 
us, soleaulidly printed in Japanese and English,at Yedo. The 
objects which the Minister of Public Works had in view in 
founding this College was to educate Engineers for service 
in his Department, and not only is the chance of such ap- 
pointments held out to students, but a practical and direct 
inducement is given them to study, by the promise that 
“each student on passing a satisfactory examination (at 
“the end of his course) will receive the diploma of 
“ ¢ Master of Engineering’ (M.E.), and will be appointed 
. pner in the Board ot Public Works.” Admission to 
the College is to be obtained by competitive examination, 
for which only candidates between the ages of fifteen and 
eighteen, of sound constitution, and of good moral cha- 
racter will be eligible. The course of training is to extend 
over six years, and the curriculum of studies is well calcu- 
lated to turn out thoroughly scientific and practical engi- 
neers. We believe the professors for this institution were 
selected by Mr. HucH MATHESON, at the request of the 
Japanese Government. 





Ir seems that the powers that be, are seized with a 
periodical and unaccountable mania, for moving the various 
grades of Secretaries of Legation about the world without 
apparent reason. The amount of public money thrown 
away over their travelling expenses must be enormous, and 
we fail to perceive how the public service can be benefited 
by the changes. A few years ago a gentleman was trans- 
ferred from Peking to the Hague, for a month or two, pre- 
sumably for change of air, and then sent on to Constanti- 
nople. This curious system is now being extended to the 
Consular Service as well. ahs Pea oe oo 

ipstaneer af thia mathad of proacodura Te- 
taries Mf Legation at Washington and Copenhagen exc 
places, and so do the Consuls for the Eastern Coast of 
Sweden and the Island of Reunion. We trust that the 
new Foreign Secretary will at once institute a reform in 
this matter. 


THE information brought by last mail, as to what Go- 
vernor CLARKE had accomplished at Perak and Laroot, 
does not quite confirm the telegram announcing that a 
British Protectorate had been established; but there is 
reason to believe that he has succeeded in making a Treaty 
with the Sultan, which will prevent in future the out- 
breaks and reprisals which have hitherto been so vexatious. 
When we are in possession of the Treaty we shall be able 
to discuss its merits. 


WE hear that the services of the foreign employés in 
the Foochow Arsenal are to be at once dispensed with, and 
their places taken by Chinese artificers. Some such step 
must come about in time, but it seems premature as 
yet ; and though the source from which we hear the news 
is most reliable, we trust it is inaccurate. 


LeErTERS from Shanghai mention the release of Mr. G. W. 
CaINE, on the ground of dangerous illness. The appoint- 
ment of Mr. W. F. MAYERrs to be Secretary of the Municipal 
Council indicates the opinion held of the Consular Service. 
A valuable servant has been lost by the miserable cheese- 
paring policy of the late Government. 


THE Hon. F. R. PLUNKETT, lately appointed first Secre- 
tary of the Legation at Yedo, has left London for Japan 
via New York and San Francisco. Mr. Jonw WALSHAM, 
the First Secretary for Peking, has not yet left. 


Mr. R. RoUTLEDGE, a nephew of the great bookseller, 
has been appointed Professor of Chemistry and Physics 
to the Japanese College at Yedo. Mr. RouTLEDGE will 
proceed by an early mail. 


THE French Court of Cassation has rejected the appeal 


of the Messageries Maritimes against the Suez Canal Com- 
pany, thus confirming the decision of the Court of Appeal. 


WE believe that H.E. SANo, the Japanese Minister at 
Vienna, will shortly return to Japan, and during his ab- 
sence Mr. WATANABE Will act as Chags d’ Affaires.

This work is a most valuable contribution to the literature of 
Oriental art. Mr. Audsley speaks modestly of his own powers, 
but he is evidently thoroughly at home in his subject, and an 
ardent lover of it. In matters of art he rightly considers the 
Japanese to be, in many respects, in advance of their neighbours, 
the Chinese, and their taste to be more correct and refined. The 
reason of this may be found in the fact that the Japanese artist 
is a devoted worshipper of nature, and loves to depict her 
works. Mr. Audsley speaks very decidedly on this point. “The 
Japanese,” he says, “ have for thousands of years worshipped at 
Nature’s shrine, watching her every movement, and peed 
every change of mood and costume with a loving eye, until eac 
detail of her marvellous handiwork and each expression of her 
changeful face are imprinted on their minds, to be transferred 
to every work they set their hands to do.” 

The Japanese artist has a keen appreciation of the humorous, 
and is strong in caricature ; he is very skilful in the use of 
birds and flowers for ornamentation, but not so successful with 


human fi ; in colouring his style is usually quiet and refined, 
and “in wine and sketching from nature one observes a great 
amount of graphic power and freedom.” The Japanese artist is 


particularly fond of representing trees, grasses, creepers, bouquets, 
and various kinds of birds, but “natural animals (being scarce 
in the country) are comparatively seldom depicted in their 
works of art.” The dragon is frequently seen, and it may be 
noted that in Japan ie aa but three claws. With regard to 
inanimate objects, the favourite studies of a Japanese artist are 
the celebrated mountain Fusiyama and “rocks with waterfalls 
or waves of the sea breaking over them;” sunset and moonlight 
also are always well rendered, but clouds are never well drawn. 

Mr. Audsley next proceeds to pass under review the depart- 
ments into which he divides Japanese art, viz., enamels, lacquer 
work, porcelain, metal work, textile art, and carved works. 


The space at our comma: ill not admit of our following him 
intw details, but we amie draw attention to his description of 


the method of making a plaque of Cloisonne enamel. ‘The 

rocess,” he says, “is so difficult that the art has been abandoned 
in Europe for about six centuries, and only successfully re- 
vived within the Inst few years, by M. Christophile, of 
Paris,’ who, however, has again abandoned it. The mode of 
manufacturing lacquer work is also described as far as it is 
known in this part of the world. In a separate note, Mr. 
Audsley gives a useful hint to collectors respecting recent im- 
portations of enamels from Japan. “These,” he says, “are 
stated to be of modern manufacture, and their coarse workman- 
ship and purely modern design (in connection with which only 
traces of the ancient designs appear) clearly stamp them not 
only as modern productions, but as ware especially made for 
Europe. Ancient work cannot now be procured in Japan, but 
many inquiries have of late been made for it at Yokohama and 
‘Yedo, and these demands have, doubtless, started the ingenious 
artisans of the country to produce something of the kind re- 
quired.” Caveat emptor. A comparison of the two photographs 
of oval dishes at ihe commencement of the book will at once 
show the great difference between the genuine articleand the 
modern imitation. 

A considerable of the volume under review is occupied 
by a Catalogue Raisonné of the Oriental Exhibition of the 
Liverpool Art Club ; this catalogue comprises 1,101 objects, of 
each of which a brief description is given, and the names of the 

ivate exhibitors are attached, the principal contributor being 

. James L. Bowes. The catalogue, which is a most valuable 
one, and bears unmistakable signs of the great care expended 
on it, is divided into nine sections, viz., Enamel, Persian Ware, 
Satsuma Faience, Ki Ware, Lacquer Work, Porcelain, Ivory 
Carvings, Metal Work, and Miscellaneous; to the first six divi- 
sions, which comprise 1,028 objects, the bulk of the collection, 
explanatory notices are prefixed, giving a vast amount of infor- 
mation on the various subjects. e would call particular atten- 
tion to the dissertations on enamel, lacquer work, and porcelain ; 
in the last we are incidenially told that the very thin porcelain, 
called egg shell, was invented in China in the reign of Yung lo, 
one of the earlier Emperors of the Ming Dynasty. Under the 
head of Kaga ware we notice that Mr. Audsley makes a slight 
mistake in translating a Chinese character as seven instead of nine. 

In conclusion, we cannot say too much in praise of the illus- 
trations, twenty-four in number, with which this volume is 
embellished ; we do not remember ever to have seen more 
beautifully executed photographs of works of art. 


A pamphlet has been published at the office of the Observer 
Press, Colombo, upon the subject of the coffee enterprise and 
the necessity for railway extension in the coffee growing dis- 
tricts.

in the island.

been received of an important victory gained over the 
Mahomedans in the north-west by the Viceroy of Kansuh. The 
city of Suh-chow has been captured. Alluding to the attempt 
to discredit Baron Ritchtofen’s statement about the coal-fiel 
of China the writer implies faith in the Baron’s opinion as to 
the magnittide of the coal resources. There has been some ex- 
citement in Shanghai about the condition of the River Hwo 
and a wharf which the China Navigation Company have’ bean 
erecting off the French settlement. A vote was given at a meet- 
ing of residents to stop the work, but the permission of the 
Chinese authorities having been obtained it is rather a difficult 
matter to get that sanction cancelled. The Woosung Bar is of 
course noticed, and no dredging operations have been started. 


The Export Merchant Shippers of London is a list which is of 


considerable value to the mercantile world. Arranged alpha- 


betically the shippers names are given, together with their 
respective trading ports and the class of goods they customarily 
ship. Under the head of List of Goods and Merchandise the 
class of goods shipped by any particular merchant can be found, 
and this information alone must be very essential to the manu- 
facturer. The knowledge afforded with reference to foreign and 
colonial traders is a special feature of this work. It is published 
by Dean and Son, of Fleet-street. 

The lecture recently delivered at the Society of Arts by Sir 
Bartle Frere upon the Bengal Famine is now embodied ina 
work entitled the “ Impending Bengal Famine and How it will 
be Met.” The views of Sir Bartle upon a subject of this kind 
are of the greatest importance, for not only does he possess a 
thorough knowledge of the subject but he is at once clear and 
forcible. There is little reason to doubt that an effective system 
of drainage and a properly regulated means of communication 
are great preventatives of famine, and when we consider Sir 
Bartle’s theory that famine is entirely preventible in India as 
elaowhere, wa can bunt. ret his absence from Bengal, where 
his sound judgment would have been of the greatest assistance in 
this dire time of need. Native man 
is worthy of example, for last year, which was one of scarcity in 
Kandeish and Northern Deccan, the calamity was averted, not 
by Government aid, but by the tact and energy of the native 
population, who took such precautions that the famine was 
scarcely heard of in the Indian papers. The line of action to be 
taken in cases of famine is pointed out by Sir Bartle Frere, and 
in doing all that is possible for the relief of the starving District 
of Bengal, it will a matter for congratulation should the 
Indian Government succeed in grappling with so desperate an 
evil without becoming the victims of jobbery. .

HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. 
RorrerDAM, Fes, 25. 

The question if we are to have a Minister of the Naval Department 
or not still remains unsolved. The Opposition papers think that it is 
impossible that one man can manage two departments, and they 
inquire sarcastically if there is not one officer to be found, who will 
accept the portfolio. I can easily imagine that Mr. V. D. Putte is 
quite convinced that he cannot bring the navy into a worse condition 
than it is, and perhaps he will leave the difficult task of reorganisation 
to his successors, it being quite certain that he will resign office as soon 
as a treaty of peace is concluded with the Government of Atchin, It 
may be that the Minister of the War Department will have the 
opportunity of introducing his Bill about our means of defence, but I 
shall be much surprised if his ministerial life lasta long enough to see 
his plans adopted and approved. 

I hear that the Queen of England has addressed a letter to the 
Sultan of Atchin advising him to make peace with Holland. The vote 
of the Second Chamber, congratulating General van Swieten upon his 
success, has been telegraphed to Batavia. : 

The latest telegraphic news from Japan creates much anxiety here, 
notwithstanding that we are assured that the Dutch residents will find 


the necessary protection, 
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A rumour was current some days ago that the King is very seriously 
ill. It was happily proved to be false ; and a satirical paper says that 
if the King was indisposed it could only have been caused by the dis- 
gusting squabble about the presentation to be made to him on the 12th 
of May. I have told you already that there are about a hundred dif- 
ferent plans, and the latest iden is to offer his Majesty the Castle of 
Heerenberg, valued at about £16,000. The birthday of the King was 
celebrated on the 19th inst. in the ueual way. 

The Dutch Trading Company has made a concession to the owners 
of ‘merchantmen conveying Government produce from Java to our 
harbours ; henceforth it will be permitted to unload the vessel partly 
or entirely by means of lighters ; whilst vessels bound for Rotterdam, 
Dordrecht, or Schiedam may unload at Flushing, or Middelburg. I 
have already told you that one of our principal shipowners has estab- 
lished his offices in the last named town. Thisis a bad sign for Rot- 
terdam. 

_ Affairs at the Bourse remain dull ; but money is abundant, so that 
the Bank has lowered its rate of discount one-half per cent. 

PRODUCE MARKETS. 

Corrre.—The market has been very fluctuating. There are but few 
buyers, and small parcels forced on the market have sold at lower 
prices. The value of good ordinary Java is now 68c. 

Txa.—The cargo of China offered in public auction has not met with 
a good demand, and the greater part was bought in. On the 7th of 
March 7,370 chests Java will be brought under the hammer. 

Raw Suaar.—About 9,000 mats, partly floating, were sold at £.24 to 
£.24 under November prices. 

Java Tosacco.—The transactions have included only about 2,000 
mats of different marks. Particulars about the prices paid have not 
transpired. 

Rice.—Business has been very limited ; only 610 bags Java, ex Rid- 
derkerk, having changed hands at f.103. 

Sprrices.—A good demand has prevailed for Nutmegs, and prices have 
advanced, holders being disinclined to operate at the actual quotations. 
The demand has been principally for export. No. 1 is quoted 206c. to 
208¢c.; No. 2, 196c. to 198c,; No. 3, 170c. to 171e. There was also 
more demand for Mace, but the transactions were of no importance.

COURT OF COMMON PLEAS. 
BROWN V. THAMES AND MERSEY MARINE INSURANCE COMPANY. 

This was an action on a policy of insurance effected on the iron 
steamship. Knight Templar to recover for a total Jose, It was com- 
menced on the 19th ult. The plaintitts were the members of the firm 
of Baird and Brown, merchants and shipowners at Glasgow. In 1871 
they contracted with Mr. Laurie, of Glasgow, to build them an iron 
screw-steamer, the Paladia, In December, 1871, they entered into a 


contract with the same firm for the construction of a sister vessel to 
the Dichecden -the ATiiyre Templar, The Mutyre Fenyptar wae launched 


in 1872. Her cost was £22,500, and that of her outfit was £2,500. 
The insurance premiums paid upon her amounted to £2,000, and it 
was stated that at the time of her loss her total value, owing to the 
rise in the price of iron, exceeded £33,000. She was insured for 
£24,000 on hull, and £9,000 on machinery. for a twelvemonth, to com- 
mence on the 14th of January, 1873. She was an awning-decked 
vessel, her tonnage measurement was 1.379 tons, and she received 
the highest class at Lloyd's. The Aaight Templur sailed from 
Glasgow for Cardiff on the 21st of January, 1873. On the 1st 
of February she left Cardiff for India with a cargo of coals. She 
encountered very heavy weather ; indeed, one of the witnesses stated 
that the gale was the most severe one encountered on the coast since 
the loss of the Royal Charter, About eight o'clock on the morning of 
the 2nd of February she began to leak, and, as the water gained in 
spite of all the effurts of the crew, the ship was abandoned and was 
totally lost. The defence was that the ship was su overloaded as to be 
unseaworthy, and that theretore the loss was not by the perils insured 
against. It was also pleaded that the plaintiffs had misrepresented 
to the defendants that it was intended to navigate the vessel as an 
awning-decked vessel, with open ports and scuppers, and had concealed 
the fact that the ports and scuppers were closed in contravention of the 
rules of Lloyd's, The plaintitls adduced a large body of evidence to 
prove that the ship was most carefully constructed, regardlees of 
expense, until the jury interposed with an intimation that they were 
sitistied of the fact. A large number of experienced shipbuilders, 
engineers, and nautical experts were called tu prove that the vessel was 
not overloaded or improperly navigated, and that it wonld have been 
improper to have navigated her with open ports and seuppers. It was 
admitted, however, that a lower load line would have been necessary 
had the ports and scuppers been open. 

Lord Chief Justice Coleridge addressed the jury in a very careful 
and elaborate summing up, which occupied two hours and a half in 
delivery. His Lordship went carefully through the evidence as to the 
weather the vessel encountered, and finally asked the jury whether 
the plaintifis knowingly overloaded the ship so as to render her unsea- 
worthy and sent her to sea in that condition, and whether the loss was 
occasioned by such unseaworthiness ; and also whether the plaintiffs 
made the alleged misrepresentations and concealment, and whether 
they were such as materially to increase the risk. 

The jury answered all the questions in favour of the plaintiffs, for 
whom a verdict was accordingly entered. 

COURT OF ADMIRALTY. 
COLLISION CASE.—THE “ AJAX.” 

This was a cause of damage by collision, About one p.m. on the 8th 
of November last, the plaintiff's steamship A'elloe was lying at anchor in 
Bughby’s Reach, in the River Thames, when Holt’s steamship 4jax, 
from Shanghai to London, in tow of a tug. came into collision with the 
Kelloe, caused her chain to break, and obliged those on board to put 
her ashore to save her from sinking. For the defence it was alleged 
that the Ajox was being rounded, with her head to tide, to go into the 
Victoria Dock ; and it was contended that if the Aelloe had paid out 
cable there would not have been a collision, and that if any one on 
board the Ajax was to blame it wes the pilot, whom the defendants 
were colnpelled to take. 

The Court was of opinion that the crew of the Ajax was to blame 
for the collision, and that, therefore, the owners were liable. Decree 
accordingly.

The London manager of the Hong Kong and Shanghai Bank- 
ing Corporation has received a telegram from the head office at 
Hong Rong informing him that at the half-yearly meeting just 
held there a dividend of 4 per cent. for the past six months was 
declared, and 26,000 dollars carried forward to new account, 
making, with the dividend of 6 per cent. for the previous six 
months, 10 per cent. for the year 1873.

—tThe directors of the Commercial Union Assurance Company 
have resolved to recommend at the annual mecting a dividend 
of 10 per cent. (making, with the interim payment in Sept., 124 
cent. for the year), and to appropriate £10,000 to reserve, 
ving £26,961 to be carried forward.—The report of the Aus- 
tralian Meat Agency (Tallerman’s) Company ( Limited) recom- 
mends a dividend at the rate of 10 per cent. per annum. 

The P. and O. Company announce, with reference to a circular 
letter addressed to their prune by the brokers of the “ New 
South Wales Coalliarias ompany (Limited),” rocommonding tha 
shares in the latter undertaking as a secure and profitable invest- 
ment, that the communication in question has been made without 
the sanction or knowledge of their board or any of its members. 

The report of the Bank of Belgium aid Holland (Limited) 
shows an available total of £36,021, and recommends a dividend 
of £6 10s. per share for the year 1873, leaving, after an appro- 
priation of £2,000 to reserve (thus raised to £3,000), a balance of 
£1,521 to be carried forward. 

The directors of the India-Rubber, Gutta-Percha, and Tele- 
graph Works Company (Limited) report that the net result of 
the year’s trading showed a credit balance of only £9,090 to be 
transferred to profit and loss account, which, with the amount 
(£32,500) brought forward from the year 1872, made a total of 
£41,590. The general business of the company had been fairly 
remunerative. ; 

The project for a Light Atlantic Telegraph Cable has fallen 
through, a circular having been issued stating that “the number 
of shares applied for by the public not being sufficient to enable 
the directors to make arrangements for laying a cable during this 
year, they have resolved to make no allotment, but to return 
the deposit moneys in full to each applicant.” The circular 
attributes the failure of the scheme to “the prejudiced attacks 
made by interested parties on this undertaking casting doubts 
on the minds of investors as to the practicability of Iaying and 
working a light cable.” 

The steamer Jonia takes out the following machinery, sent by 
Messrs. Wilson and Co. :—Two sects sugar mills with boilers com- 
plete for Sourabaya, one set ditto for Samarang, and two port- 
able land engines and boilers for Bacavia. 

Bar silver has been sold at prices varying from 584d. to 
58 9-10d. per oz. standard, principally for India. The market 
has been cleared of Mexican dollars for shipment to China and 
the Straits. £120,000 arrived from New York to-day remain 
to be dealt with. 

The bullion by the P. and O. steamer Mirzapore, from South- 
ampton, Feb. 26, was in silver to Shanghai, £13,914; to Hong 
Kong, £81,450 ; total in silver £95,364. 

The Nederland Company’s steamer Konig der Nederlanden 
has sailed from Southampton, with £3,600 in specie for Batavia 
and £7,000 for Samarang.

TEA. 

The market has been very quiet this week, and prices have given way 
to the extent of 2d. per Ib. as regards common to fair Congous, which 
have been in abundant supply. Tho position of Tea for the next few 
months is sound, but it will require some management on the part 
of importers to maintain present rates, as dealers at the current range 
will only take supplies for immediate requirements ; importers there- 
fore must hold the stock, which will be worked down toa safe point 
before the new leaf canarrive. An important change has been brought 
about by the working of the Adulteration Act, the demand for Canton 
Scenteds now running exclusively on olive coloured kinds, and these 
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and free from the objectionable colouring matter. 











Tule at extremo rates, 1s. 8d. to 1s. 9d. for good medium Caper, while 
glazed kinds, owing to the strong prejudice, rule at a low standard 5 
and it would be well if operators in Canton season 1874-5 discourage 
altogether the manufacture of glazod leaf, either Orange Pekve or 
Caper, in which case the Adulteration Act will have done great good 
for the trade. The consumption of Scented Tea is as large as ever, and 
there is good prospect for pure quality. Green Tea has recovered its 
former position, and as regards figures is highly favourable ; the heavy 
shipments of late to New York and Canada have reduced’ the stock, 


and the%shipments to,come forward are snaaller than for many past years. 


Moyune kinds rule exceptionally high, but - Pingsueys can be bought 


reasonable ; medium quality ruling 3d. to 4d. per lb. under last year’s 


prices, though the average quality of Teas are decidedly preferable, 
Japan leaf: The 
late imports have realised very unsatisfactory prices, coming at the 
time of a good export demand. 

Messrs. Capel and Co.'s Circular says : The continued slackness of the 
export demand, with only a moderate inquiry for the Home Trade, has 
caused a dulness in our market, business being on a limited scale 3 and, 


although importers generally show great firmness, prices for some kinds 
have ruled in favour of buyers. 


In public sales 10,043 packages have 
been offered, of which 8,935 packages have been sold without reserve, 
the remainder, with reserved prices fixed, being withdrawn. The de-
